1. CHARGE, ACCOMPANIED BY SCICOUNS, CALLED ON VICE FOREIGN 
MIN ISTERARITA (IN ABSENCE OF FOREIGN MINISTER) AT EARLIEST 
POSSIBLE TIME TO DELIVER CONTENTS OF REFTEL. K. WATANABE, 
DIRECTOR OF MOFA FIRST NORTH AMERICA DIVISION, WAS ALSO 
PRESENT. CHARGE EXPLAINED SITUATION STRESSING THAT DISSEMINATION 
OF INFORMATION MUST BE LIMITED TO ABSOLUTE MINIMUM NUMBER 
OF PEOPLE. 
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2. ARITA APPEARED TO BE CONCERNED TO LEARN OF IMPENDING 
RE-ENTRY OF REACTOR. HE AND WATANABE EMPHASIZED NUCLEAR 
SENSITIVITIES OF JAPANESE AND POLITICAL VULNERABILITY OF GOJ IF 
RE-ENTRY WERE TO OCCUR OVER JAPANESE TERRITORY AND PUBLIC 
LEARNS THAT GOVERNMENT WAS AWARE OF INCIDENT IN ADVANCE BUT 
TOOK NO OVERT STEPS TO "PROTECT " CITIZENRY. THEY 
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AGREED, HOWEVER, TO MAINTAIN CONFIDENTIALITY OF INFORMATION. 

3. AT FIRST GO! OFFICIALS WERE CONCERNED THAT 

U.S. MIGHT BE INFORMING lAPAN BECAUSE LATTER WAS SUBJECT 
TO SPECIAL HAZARD. THEY WERE ASSURED REPEATEDLY THAT 
POINT OF RE-ENTRY WAS ESSENTIALLY RANDOM, 

AND THAT U.S. EXPERTS BELIEVED THERE 

WAS PROBABILITY THAT REACTOR WOULD BE BURNED UP 

IN UPPER ATMOSPHERE WITH NO FRAGMENTS IMPACTING ON LAND 

SURFACES.

CREDIBLE SEVERITY, BOTH RADIOLOGICAL AND PHYSICAL, IF 
GROUND IMPACT OCCURS? 

C. IS MULTIPLE IMPACT A POSSIBILITY? 

D. WHEN WAS COSMOS 954 LAUNCHED? 

E. IS USSR AWARE THAT GOJ AND OTHER COUNTRIES HAVE 
BEEN INFORMED? (CHARGE HAD ADVISED ARITA THAT NATO
